NANAIMO, April 1,".— The Dominion 
ateamor Quadra readied here at 3 p.m. to- 
day, aftor a fifteen days' trip to tho various 
Indian villoma ou tho North West 
coast. Tho object of tho trip was 
to inquire into the truth of the re- 
ports of an Indian massacre at Sorrow Is- 
und, which have already been published; 
to allay tho disquiet that waa understood 
to exist; to prevent, in fact, any outbreak 
that appeared likely to occur, and if any 
murder or other crime had been committed 
to bring tho guilty parties to juatico. 

Thu trip proved au undoubted succesa. 
Troublo among tho Kitkatlah, Ivumsquit, 
Bella Coola aud 0-\\ oo-Kano tribes had 
already assumed a serious aspect owing to 
the vurious reports which were being indus- 
triously circulated by several mischiof- 
mukera in tho latter tribes, and but for the 
action of the Government in Beuding up 
proper officers thero would have been blood- 
shed in a short, time. The Quadra loft Vic- 
toria on tho morning ot Thursday, March 
30, at 8 o'clock," having ou board, 
beside tho regular crew, Super- 
intendent of Provincial Police Hussey, 
Dr. Duncan, J. F. Hledsoe, F. S. Muitland 
Dougall and aix special policemen. Tho 
weather waa clear, and a fine ruu was made 
up to Departure Bay, which was reached at 
4 p.m. While the Quadra was coaling sho 
received as an addition to tho force Chief of 
Police O Connell, provincial officera McKin- 
non aud McLeod. 

The steamer left Departure Bay at 4:'A0 
o'clock on Friday morning, and arrived at 
Kitkatlah at 9:,'i0 on tho Monday morning 
following. Here Rev. F. L. StovcnBon, the 
resident Church of England miasionury, and 
Indian agent Todd came on board uni rs- 
ported tho preaent atato of affairs in tho 
village. Thero had then been five daya 
Bineo any signs woro obaerved of 
Indiana skulking about tho plaeo evidently 
with evil intentions. The entiro party 
went ashore, and in a short timo a grand 
council was arranged to take place in the 
house of old Strikes. 

In response to tho call tome sixty men of 
the tribe arranged themselvea around tho 
room to listen to the proceedings. Mr. 
Stevenson acted aa interpreter, aud thosu 
Indians who had tuhei .part in the repulse 
of tho night attack on the c-jmp were asked 
to come forward. Mr. Todd^-explained the 
object of tho expedition, and introduced 
Superintendent Hussey, who made a short 
speech, stating that lie must have tho 
trouble settled at once, aud that only those 
who knew something of the attack and its 
causea should speak now. Later on others 
would have a chance to talk. 

Several of the witnesses woro then heard, 
their atories being to the effect that two 
atrango men had been seen in the villugo on 
Saturday, March '2o, and some footmarks had 
been noticed about which were also strange. 
Several shots were fired during the night, 
some from tho bush and some from tho 
houses. Nothing waa seen by thoso in tho 
village by thoso who were afraid to go out. 
They supposed that thoso who were in tho 
buah intended to follow the old method, 
which waa to set firo to a house or two and 
ahoot clown the inmates as they rushed out 
into the light. ThoBe who were in tho vil- 
lage had not dared to go out to look lor 
signs of tho enemy. 

Aftor dinner the taking of ovidenoe waa 
continued, and meantime tho Indiana not 
wanted ua witnesses were divided up into 
parties and given in charge of the specials, 
who mado a thorough search of the island 
for Bigns of Indiana. The search waa fruit- 
leta. All the evidence having been heard 
Superintendent Hussey told the Kitkatlahs 
that tho Government would do all 
in its power to sottlo the difficulty at once, 
bo that they could roturn to their work. 

The evidence bo far heard, was, ho said, 
of a vague and unsatisfactory nature, aa the 
Indians were unable to give any clue to tho 
identity of those who had been molesting 
them. But bucIi was tho desiro of the Gov- 
ernment to boo perfect peace among all the 
coast tribea that he and thoso with him 
would go down among tho Bella Coolas, 
Kamequits, OWeo-Kanca and other 
tribea, and also visit tho island where tho 
bodies of tho canoe load of people were 
aaid to bo. In fact thin visit would 
to be mado first. If nothing were found ho 
could then convinco thoso tril-es that there 
waa no foundation for their suspicions. They 
would thon bo warned to discontinue their 
terrorizing of tho Kitkatlahs and go peace- 
ably about their business. 

Then aroso a massive Kitkatlah named 
Gaium Daat, who is the undisputed cham- 
pion of the tribes. 

"Wo men," aaid ho, "of tho Kitkat- 
lahs thank tho Government for their 
kindness in giving us all tho pro- 
tection which lice in their power. Wo 
thank tho Government chief, who has 
como with hie warship and his 
men to try to make peace. It 
is surely time, for our hearts have been 
heavy. Look at mo now. Oaco I waa fat ; 
mv clothing was too tight for mo ; see now 
how loosely it hangs. Judgo how heavy 
must have been my sorrow to wear mo 
away to a shadow. All of us, our wives 
and children, are the same and fear is oura. 
We have no doubt that you mean well and 
will do all you can for ua, and we thank 
you. 

"But, Chief Hussey, suppose you go 
down to Sorrow Ialand and find there tl 
bodice under a log, what then 
We know wo are innocent ; but 
would not that bo taken as evidence 
against us — proof positivo of our guilt? 
The men below would never bo satisfied 
until wo had all been killed in revengo for 
what wo have never done. 

" No, chief, if you visit ua to nettle the 
matter for good, the beat way will bo to 
take some of ua down with you, and under 
your protection wo can talk mattera over 
with thoso Indians, and I am certain we can 
couvinco them that they aro wrong in sus- 



pecting ua of killing their frienda. Few, if 
any, of those preaent have taken part in any 
of the bloody conflicts of our fathers, and 
we do not wiBh to Bee bloodshed ; so we are 
now content to let the luwswhioh the Great 
White Chiefs have given ua rule in our 
midst." 

This opinion was concurred in by several 
others who followed in Bhort speechee. 
Only one man seemed anxious to have any 
troublo, his voico being for war. 

" If,"Baid he, " the Government do not at 
once aettle the matter, let the men of Kitkat- 
lah go out and aettle tho affair by force of 
arms, and aBk for no further help." He waa 
promptly sat upon by tho others, aud called 
a croaking raven and fool for talking so. 

Superintendent Hussey told them he was 
willing, and ou the morning following four- 
teon Kitkatlalu— mighty men renowned 
throughout the tribe for' their wisdom and 
valor — camo aboard, and tho Quadra 
stoamed away towards Bella Coola, Rev. F. 
L. Stoveuson going along as interpreter for 
tho Kitkatlah p:irty. Arrived at Bella 
Bella on Wednesday morning, an Indian 
named Bella Bella Charley was picked up. 
He had been busily circulating i-tories of the 
killing. Ho inserted that ho could go right 
to tho placo whore tho bodie3 wero buried, 

The steamer arrived at Kamsquits river 
at 10:30 on Thursday morning. A council 
was arranged at tho houso of Chief John, 
who figured as tho head of tho triho. After 
short explanatory speeches by Mr. Todd 
and Superintendent Hussey, ono of tho 
Kitkatlahs proceeded to explain that his 
comrades had taken no part in tho Sorrow 
island tragedy. After somo time had been 
spent in argument, tho counail ended in the 
shaking of hands all round. 

Tho Quadra then headed for Bella Coola 
where »ho arrived on Friday morning, 
tho party going up tho river in 
spoon canoea to tho village. In an hour 
or two a council similar to that held in Kama- 
quit was under way. The objects of the 
expedition wero explained again. The Kit- 
katlahs gave an account of their journey, 
covering the entire timo from the spring 
until late in tho fall. Tho Bella Coolus fin- 
ally expreaaed thomaolvea as satisfied to al- 
low tho aettlomont to remain with tho Gov- 
ernment. 

River's Inlet was reached at 2 p.m. on 
Saturday. No council was, however, hold. 
Chief Footlas and an Indian named Gassy 
Charloy, who wero trying to stir their 
tribeB up to aummary measures, were taken 
in charge. After a round- up of the 
village tho Quadra waa headed for 
Sorrow Ialand on Sunday, April i). A care- 
ful examination of the entire placo was 
niodo but nothing in tho way of a cluo, 
good or bad, was discovered. 

On Monday they visited Lenz Island, 
called by the Indiana Euklee, which is tho 
second of the Capo Soott islands, everything 
tending to show the loaa of a canoe, which 
nearly brought on a bloody altercation. It 
waa, "however, purely the result of an acci- 
dent. Bella Bella waa reached on Tueeday, 
April 11. At the council Chief Charley 
began again, and grew so wild that 
it waa thought host to tako him 
in charge. The samo courso was taken 
with Chief I'ottlaa and Charley of tho 
O Wee-Kanoa for similar reasons. 

On the way down tho Cipo Mudge 
raneheria of tho Euolataws was visited on 
Wednesday night and three old offenders 
re gathered in. The entire voyage was 
conducive of great good, and will undoubt 
edly have a salutary effect on tho Indiana of 
the coast for u long time.

Reception to Dalton McCarthy— The Provin- 
cial Treatarcr's Budget. 

Toronto, April 13.— (Special) — Tho pub- 
lic reception given Dalton McCarthy at tho 
Auditorium is pronounced to have beon a 
great success. Tho hall was packed and 
hundreds wero in tho Btreot unablo to ob 
tain admission. Douglas Armour presided, 
Tho proceedings wero marked by the great- 
est enthusiasm. Tho committee in charge 
of the affair presented Mr. McCarthy with 
an address complimenting him on tho course 
ho had taken in political affairs.

LONDON, April 13.— The debate on the 
second reading of the Homo Rule bill was 
continued in tho House of Commons. Right 
Hon. Henry Chaplin, who was preaident of 
tho Board of Agriculturo in Lord Salia- 
bury'a last cabinet, dissected tho bill from 
tho Conservative point of view, and pointed 
cut the many fl iws in it. Mr. Chaplin, in 
tho courso of his speech, took occasion to 
quote from a speech delivered by Mr. Glad- 
stone in 1881, in which the improved eon- 
ditiona that had been effected in Ireland in 
tho preceding twenty years wero pointed 
out. Mr. Chaplin referred to the 
opinions of Cavour, Geffckcn aud MollnflW 
against Homo Rule, as disproving • Mr. 
Gladstone's ata toment that foreign opinion 
was unanimously on his side. If Mr. Glad- 
Btono, exjlaimed Mr. Chaplin, ia going to 
take his principlea from tho foreign enemies 
of England, it ia timo ho relinquished the 
cares of Government. Continuing, ho said 
tho retention of the Irish membera in the 
Imperial Parliament, as provided for in tho 
bill, would prove the beginning of a ByBtoni 
of danger aud intrigue. 

Mr. John Edward Redmond, Parnellite 
moniber for Walerford city, followed Mr. 
Chaplin. Mr. Redmond declared that the 
speech made by Mr. Chaplin was atalo, flat 
aud unprofitable. Tho furmcr president of 
the Board of Agriculturo, Mr. Redmond 
said, was a typo of tho officials who had 
mado Ireland disaffected, und tho conces- 
sion of Home Rule to that country was in- 
evitable. Mr. Redmond took occasion to 
explain why he spoke. Ho aaid ho would 
not have interfered in the debate, but he 
had found that his Bileuco had been mis- 
understood, and he desired to make his 
position clear. The bill had beon 
offered and accepted as a compro- 
mise measure. Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain had complained that the 
lruh members of the House did not 
accept the bill as a final sottlement, and he 
agreed with Mr. Chamberlain that the final 
settlement would bo found in tho direction 
of Federalism. Ho believed that the new 
constitution would be a success, and that 
for tho future thu bouuds of freedom would 
bo widened with tho consent of all parties 
in England, unless Irelaud has no capacity 
for eeif-government. This constitution was 
developed. It would bo a rash man who 
would venture to say that il should bo im- 
mutable for all time. Suppose a olau-e 
inserted in the bill wero to be final, it would 
not be worth the paper it waa written on. 
If Mr. Chamberlain meant by his complaint 
to impute bad faith to tho Irish members, 
bacauso they declined to accept tho bill as 
a finality, he (Mr. Redmond) utterly dis- 
claimed any bucIi interpretation of their in- 
tentions. They protested, with all tho earn- 
estness at their command, their desire to ac- 
cept the measure in an honest, candid spirit, 
and they hoped that the bill would speedily 
end tho miserable chapter of English oppres- 
sion, and Irish resistance. He had never 
Baid that Ireland would repudiato Im- 
perial supremacy as had been charged. 
What he had aaid was that any interfer- 
ence with Ireland's free exercise of her now 
privileges would not be consistent with tho 
trust England was about to placo in Ire- 
land. Ho was convinced that tho necessity 
for interference would not arise because 
rash, or oppressive acts, should they bo 
adopted by tho Homo Rule Parliament, 
would be bo many nails in the coffin of the 
couatitution. Continuing Ilia remarks, Mr. 
Redmond made an extended review of tho 
history and basis of Ireland's demands for 
Home Rule. Mr. Redmond painted a pic- 
turo of the consequences of tho rejection of 
tho Homo Rule bill, and ridiculod the so- 
called Ulster argumont. There might be a 
Belfast question, forty-six per cent, of tho 
population of Ulster being Catholics. Many 
of tho Protestant population wero afraid to 
avow their sympathy with Homo Rule. Mr. 
Redmond concluded with a warm appeal to 
the House to throw upon Iri6h shouldera the 
sobering influonoo of tho responsibility of 
enabling Ireland to become prosperous, rich 
and happy — at least as contented, peaceful 
and free ua England. 

Right Hon. Leonard H. Courtney, Union- 
ist member for tho Bodmin division of 
Cornwall, said ho Baw no necessity for a 
Homo Rule measure. He had grave mis- 
givings as to whether an Irish Parlia nent 
would deal with the various interests of tin 
country ua justly as tho Imperial Parlia 
ment had dealt with them. Ho asked why 
tho Government had not borrowed a further 
safeguard f romJA mericu, viz., tho provision 
that no atatea shall puss any law subversive 
of obligations or contracts. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Morley, Chief Secrotary for 
Ireland, here interposed tho remark that 
tho Government had well considered that 
point, and would bo able to give good reuson 
for tho course it had taken. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Gladstone, replying to 
Henry Labouchero, Radical member for 
Northampton, aaid that tho course of tho 
debate on tho Home Rule bill did not wur- 
ant the invoking of the cloture rule. 

Mr. Courtney, in concluding hia rcmarka, 
aaid that but for Mr. Gladstone's scheme, 
he saw no reason why Ireland should not 
havo by now local self -government, and Mr. 
Sexton havo beon mado Secretary for Ire- 
land. 

On motion of Homo Secretary Asquith, 
the debate waa adjourned.

The shareholders will bo con- 
vened in thia city shortly to discuss a plan 
of reconstruction. Meantime all the coloni- 
al banks will caBh tho noteaof the suspended 
bank, ond its ninety branches in Australia 
will bo kept open for the convenience of 
their customers.

Paris, April 13. — Upon tho resumption- 
of the sitting of the Bohring Sea court of ar- 
bitration to-day, James C. Carter continued 
on behalf of tho United States the presenta- 
tion of the American sido of the case, com- 
meuced yesterday. He read letters bearing 
upon the question at issue, sent by James G. 
Blaine, when secrotary of Btate, to Sir J ulian 
Pauncefoto, then British miniater at Wash- 
ington. After the reading ot theeo letters, 
Carter lengthily commented on them. He 
contended that Blaine's communications te 
the British reproaentativa showed that the 
baBia of negotiations for the regulation of the 
sealing industry was to preserve species,, and. I 
this opart from the question of rights. 

Lord Salisbury, Mr. Carter further con- 
tended, had, in his dispatches to Paunce- 
foto, in response to Blaino's letters, ably 
and ingenuously evaded rather than answer- 
ed Blaino's argument that pelagic fishing 
was contra bono. 

At this point Senator John Morgan, one- 
of the United States arbitrators, inquired 
whether Canada bad approved tho draft of 
tho convention beforo Lord Salisbury bad 
made hia auggeation relativo to the ten-milo 
limit. Thia question led to a discussion ia 
which Mr. Carter, Sir Charles Ruaaoll, 
counacl for Great Britain, Sir John S. D. 
Thompson and Senator Morgan took part. 

Mr. Carter, continuing, admitted that the 
fact that pelagic sealing was wrong did not 
give the United States the right to interforo;_ 
but ho contonded that when it was proved 
that such sealing aerioualy injured an Ameri- 
can industry, it becamo tho duty of the 
United Statea to stop the practice. 
Lord Salisbury had contended thai 
only piracy justified tho aoizuro of vessels 
on tho high aoaa, but both piracy and tho 
slave trade had been suppressed because 
they wero injurious to humanity at large. 
Tho American counsel failed to aeo how 
they differed from pelagic sealing, which 
wub alao injurious to humanity. 
After luncheon, Mr. Carter in conclud- 
ing hia recital briefly recapitulated 
the genesis and development of the sealing 
disputo under various heada, aa far as it re- 
ferred to tho regulation of the industry. 
He then proceeded to the question of the 
right of the United Statea to protect its 
sealing interests and industry. 

Mr. Carter began by doolaring that how- 
ever valuable to tho United StateB tho seal 
herd might bo, its greatness as a nation for- 
bade ita accepting any decision unless 
founded on the principles of justice. He 
waa convinced that Great Britain shared 
theeo views, antl demanded only a deoieion 
dictated by theae principles. The deciaion, 
aaid Mr. Carter, ought to be a monument 
for future generations. Ho appealed to the - 
membera of the Court to dismisa from their 
minds any fooling of partiality, and to give 
their judgment, not as citizens of any par- 
ticular country, but aa citizenB of the world.. 
The question at stake waa a moral one. 
Tho controversy, however, waa ono be- 
tween nations. Tho particular codo of 
morals of either country thcreiore was inad- 
missible. The tribunal muat base its dooi- 
aion upon tho great moral principles com- 
mon to all humanity. Mr. Carter had nok 
finished when tho Court adjourned.

FATHER OF DEMOCRACY. 
Jefferson's Birthday Duly celebrated. 

New York,, April 13. — Democrats 
throughout tho United ■ States, by recep- 
tions, banquets and public gatherings, cele- 
brate to day the 150th anniversary of tho 
birth of ThoniaB Jefferson. According to 
advices received by the National Associa- 
tion of Democratic Clubs, the observance of 
tho day will be more general on tho part of 
local clubs in all sections of tho country 
than in any previous yeur. Some time ago 
the association issued an address recom- 
mending that tho exercises of the day taka 
the form of a kind of jubilee of victorious 
Democracy. The idea caught like wild-fire. 
The spirit of the address is contained in 
the following : "Tho time is peculiarly 
appropriate for n general renewal of our de- 
votion to the principles of Jefferson. For 
the first time since the civil wur the Demo- 
cratic party has returned to power in all 
political branches of the general govern- 
ment.

N'nroulc Insurance Claim*. 

New Youk, April 13. — Interest in the 
fate of tho While Star liner Naronio is re- 
vived bv tho fact that to-day demands upon 
the underwriters for the settlement of the 
claims lor insurance come duo by virtue of 
the fact that the necessary sixty days have 
elapsed since the risks were taken. Some 
weeks since the underwriters offered to 
settle with several of the policy holders on 
tho basis of a large discount, but these 
offers were refused as everybody had a pre- 
sentment that the vessel had gone down, 
The total value of tho cargo was over a mil- 
lion of dollars. There are somo peoplo who 
still think that tho vessel is yet Afloat and 
drifting southward, but tho idea is scouted 
by mariDe exports. These believo that her 
fate will ever remain a mystery. 

The Thirteen Club's Dinner. 

New York, April 1.'!.— Protty faces, 
pretty bonnets and handsome toilets had 
full sway in the banqueting hall of the 
Lennox Lyceum this afternoon. Outside of 
the waiters not a single specimen of tho 
masculine gender was to be seen.

ills Holiness Expected. 

New Youk, April 13.— The Wall Street

aud during tho trip he will inaugurate his 
new plans, through which a big saving of 
expens<s will be made. Tho road is now 
practically ready for the World's Fair trallio 
and indications are that it will reach a 
larger proportion than any other lino enter- 
ing Chicago. 

Dangerous Derelicts. 

New Youk, April 13.— At tho monthly 
meeting of the Maritime Association direc- 
tors yesterday, action was taken requesting 
the secretary of the navy to issuo instruc- 
tions to the commanders of naval vessels 
directing them ;on their cruises to destroy 
derelicts dangeious to navigation, also urg- 
ing that a vessel bo built and attached to 
the navy, especially designed and equipped 
to cruise for such wrecks, and either to tow 
them to port or destroy them for tho safety 
of ocean commerce. 

Northern Tactile Intentions. 

New YORK, April 12. — The Tribune says: 
The telegraphic report that tho Northern 
Pacific contemplated establishing a line 
eastward to Quobec, Canada, in opposition 
to the Canadian Pacific through British 
America, is scouted as highly improbable 
by friends of the first named company. 
Persons acquainted with the situation de- 
clared that, the project was chimerical, cer- 
tainly so far as it related to tho Northern 
Pacific. The directors of the company are 
pubbcly pledged against tho policy of further 
extensions, aud the friends of the company 
are now devoting themselves to an attempt 
to rehabilitate its finances on a sound basis 
instead of "backing" outside schemes of 
tho naturo of the road alleged to be contem- 
plated. 

THE SYNOD FRANCHISE. 

To THE EDITOR: — Inasmuch as Easter 
week or twenty-one days afterwards is the 
time laid down in the Statute for the elec- 
tion of lay representatives, in order that 
none may lose his franchise, I would crave 
leave to point out through j our p iper that 
the following, being head vii. of schedule A 
to tho Statute of Incorporation of tho An- 
glican Synod of the Diocese of liritish Col- 
umbia, is the rule on the matter : 

"All male persons of the ago of twonty- 
one years aud upwards, being accustomed 
members of that church within tho district 
for which the election is held, shall bo en- 
titled to vote for lay representatives, pro- 
vided that before any person shall bo en- 
titled to vote ho shall make and subscribe 
the following declaration : 

"I, A B| declare that 1 am a member of 
the Churoh of England or Anglican Church 
in British Columbia, and belong to no 
other religious denomination, and I am an 
accustomed member of the congregation of 
church." 

It will thus bo neon that it is enough so 
long as tho declaration bo subscribed "be- 
fore voting," not "one month beforo " 
as has been in one or two cases wrongfully 
given out. 

Perhaps allowance may also bo Bhown 
me to say this much, dealing as I am with 
the Synod franchise : — 

It is a well known thing that personal un- 
dertakings (which, however, could only 
bind tho clergyman himself, individually, 
no one having the right to "contract away 
the rights of other people") to abide by the 
canons and constitutions of tho lato Synodal 
Association, or (;is it indeed was) Diocesan 
Conference, were given Dr. Hills, or rather 
called for by him, from tho clergy. With 
the first Bishops resignation these, of 
course, fall through, and since aud under the 
Statuto of Incorporation of 1889 (c 30) all 



the clergy duly licensed by the Bishop, have 
with such license the right to a Beat in the 
corporato Sybod unconditionally.

SUPREME COURT OF B. C 

IN THE DIVISIONAL COURT. 

(Present: Walkom and Drako. J.J.) 

April 13, 1893. 

Parks v. Blackwood— This action was 
tried before Bole, Co. J., sitting as a local 
judgo of the Supremo Court, without a 
jury. The action was for broach of con- 
tract, whereby tho defendant, owner of 
certain lands, agreed to tako tho plaintiff 
and his wife to work for him upon such 
lands for tho period of one year, tho 
profits to bo divided in equal shares; 
tho plaintiff alleging that before the 
end of the year the defendant had 
tinned him (plaintiff) and his wife oil tho 
premises and prevented them from complet- 
ing their part of the contract. The defend- 
ant pleaded, justifying the breach under a 
clauso in the agreement, providing that in 
the event of a breach of any of the con- 
ditions in tho agreement ho was to have the 
option of terminating tho contract, and al- 
leging breach. The judgo at tho trial found 
all tho issues in favor of the plaintiff, aud 
assessed the damages at $400. 

This was a motion for a new trial, on the 
ground that the verdict was against tho 
weight of evidence, aud for improper admis- 
sion of evidence, and that there was no evi- 
dence upon which the amount of the dam- 
ayes could be calculated. 
The only evidenoo upon tho question of 
damages consisted of expressions on tho 
plaintiff that he would not have been turn- 
ed oil' in the manner described for §500, 
aud other general expressions as to the ex- 
tent to which he considered himself in- 
jured ; but there was no specific evidence 
as to the amount of profits which the plain- 
till' would have made had the agreement, 
been carried out ; or any evidence upon 
which a calculation could be made as to his 
damages for the breach of the contract. 

Thornton Fell for the plaintiff. 

A. C. Brydone-Jaok for tho defendant. 

Wulkem, J. Tho judgo at the trial was 
the sole judge as to the credibility of the 
witnesses, and his findings upon the issues 
Bhould not bo interfered with unless the 
Court are perfectly clear that his decision 
was erroneous. Thero is nothing in tho ob- 
jections as to the improper admission of ovi- 
dence. Upon the question of damages, thero 
is no evidence upon which they could have 
been properly estimated. The verdict can- 
not be sustained. The Court will not, bow- 
ever, re-open the question oi the findings of 
tho learned judge upon the issues, but, under 
rule 440 will direct the present motion to 
stand over for further consideration, and di- 
rect an inquiry in tho meantime as to tho 
amount of damages sustained by the plain- 
tiff, to bo taken before Bole, Co. J. 

Drake, J. : It would appear from tho 
judgment of Bole, Co. J., that thero must 
have been some evidence, going to the mea- 
sure of damages, not contained in the appeal 
book. I do not think that tho judgment 
that there was a breach of the contract is 
again it thelovideuco. I agree with Walkem, 
J., that though thero is evidence of dam- 
ages, there is no evidence before us upon 
which the amount of such damages can be 
estimated. How, then, must we deal with 
the matter t A new trial is an expensive 
proceeding. In my view, the judgment is 
right, except upon tho question of damages, 
and 1 agree that thero should be an inquiry 
directed, under Rule 446, to be taken be- 
fore Bole, Co. J., as to tho amount of dam- 
ages. This motion will stand in the mean- 
time, to come up afterwards for further 
consideration ; and the question of costs 
will be reserved to be then dealt with.

AN AUDACIOUS NEWSPAPER. 

. ..Our clever contemporary, the Seattle 
P«3t-Intelligencer, has had tho boldness to 
sriticiso pretty sharply tho "Single Tax- 
theory," Wo admire the Intelligencer's 
audacity and wo trust it will survivo tho 
effectB of the contempt and indignation of 
the outraged Georgettes. It, perhaps, does 
not know that they are the most conceited 
and tho most irascible of theorists. They 
are, in fact, the Pharisees of political 
economy. If Job were alive now he might 
say to thorn, " Ye aro tho people and wis- 

• dom will die with you." They look down 
with supreme contempt on every other 
school of economists, and tho unfortunato 
man who should dare to question the in- 
fallibility of their prophet, Henry George, 
mast expect to he looked down upon aa the 
most ignorant and tho most incapable of the 
sons of men, It is not a little singular that 
the disciples of Henry George, who con- 
demn every system of sooial reform but 
■hit of their master, are the most intolerant 
of controversialists. They bHow the mon 
who does not accept (leorge'a system of 
wholesale robbery no <|uartcr. Though some 
of them aro the shallowest creatures that 
ever attempted to enlighten their fellow-men 
they affect to believo that George's theory 
is so profound and so complicated that it ia 
beyond the comprehension of men of ordi- 
nary intelligence who refuse to swallow tho 

•Georgian absurdities. 

One would think that men, who are pass- 
ably honest, when they come to find that the 
acceptance of George's theory requires them 
to believe in robbing everyono of his land 
whether he ia rich or poor, would reject a 
Hoheme of social improvement which is based 
upon wholesale robbery. Those of George'a 
disciples who aro not completely infatuated 
by it try to explain away this feature of their 
teacher's system. But they show their folly 
when they do so, for George's system with- 
out the abolition of private property inland 
is worse and more absurd than tho play of 
Hamlet with the part of Hamlet taken out 
And how does George Bay that private prop 

. erty in land ia to be abolished? liy taking 
from its owners, small and great, tho land 
that is now legally theirs without compen- 
sating them to the extent of 
a ainglo cent. Theso half converts 
to George'a system are really moro danger- 
ous than the fully converted, for they uro 
ready to support tho lattor's measures, 
which aim at a partial confiscation of laud. 

It ia quite evident that tho converts to 
this pernicious system have mado up their 
minds that since they cannot get people to 
consent to a wholesale confiscation of lund 
they will do what they can to get in the 
thin end of tho wedge and do their very 
best to mako tho land as of little valuo to 
its owners aa possible. This intention can 
be seen in many of tho measures which the 
full deeciples and tho half deseiples of 
Henry George udvoeato and prevail upon 
unsuspicious persona to support. 

They act upon tho asanmption that land 
should not bo private property, and they 
are therefore ready to tax it to auch an 
estont that it will be of no valuo to its 
owners. Tho uearor thoy advance to this 
point tho bettor they are pleased, for then 
thoy are getting close to what their master 
has taught them i3 tho perfection of states- 
manship. 

Tho workingman who hits lent a willing 
. ear to the specious arguments of tho Henry 
George men does not suspect that their 
object is to deprive him and his children of 
tho plot of land ho has purchased with the 
savings of half a lifetime. He does not 
rcalfzo that according to tho Georgian creed 
.he, when ho bought his lot with his hard- 
. earned savings, was nothing better than a 



robber, and that it will bo a virtue to take 
it from him aa soon aa there aro Georgcites 
enough in the land to enact laws sanction- 
ing tho robbery, Mr. Arthur, Chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
whom tho Intelligencer quotes, saw that 
this would bo the result of tho adoption of 
tlio Georgian system, for he Baid : 

I am directly opposed to many of Mr. 
George's theories, especially the ono re- 
luting to tho ownership of property. Quite 
a large number of our members own their 
own homos, and I am sure thoy would seri- 
ously object to giving them up to benefit 
mon who don't own homes and never would 
if their possession depended upon their own 
exertions. 

The electors both of tho Province and of 
the municipalities Bhould be on their guuid 
against the men whoso object it is to place 
evory possible burden on tho land. The 
theory that tho land cm bo made to bear 
all the burdens of tho state, and that tax- 
ing it exclusively will abolish poverty, is 
what Herbert Spencer is said very properly 
to havo denounced aa " rubbish." The ex- 
periments of ignorant men who think that 
they understand this theory aro certain to 
do mischief that cannot be readily remedied. 



BEWILDERED J0UIINA LISTS. 

Tho figures of tho census, on which tho 
Government were expected to base a Redis- 
tribution measure, are to the newspapers of 
the Mainland ulinost us bewildering as was 
tho famous Fifteen Puzzle of a few years 
ago, They find it impossible to arruuge 
them so as to produco a result that can bo 
relied upon. They aro not content to do as 
wo have dono ; tuko them on faith and ac- 
cept tho results thoy lead to without ques- 
tion. 

The World has got into a bad temper 
over them and has so f ir forgotten itself as 
to say what is not true with respect to our 
simple and easy computation. It asserts 
that we stated that the " voting strength of 
tho Province is 54,050." Wo, as our read- 
ers know, did nothing of tho kind. What 
wo did say was that the enfranchised popu- 
lation of the Province after the Indians and 
Chinese were eleminated are, as shown to 
be by the figures supplied to the Govern- 
ment by tho authorities at Ottawa, 54,001. 
This i3 very different from stating that tho 
voting strength of tho Province amounted 
to that number. There is no necessity for 
making any misstatements about the matter. 
We certainly did not make the statement 
on our own authority. It was the result of 
a very Bimplo calculation, having for 
its data figures supplied by officials of the 
Dominion Government. If they lead to 
results distasteful to the World and its very 
good friend tho Westminster Columbian, we 
may be very sorry; but how can we help It? 
Addition and subtraction are limited by 
rules that cannot bo changed to suit the 
exigencies vi either localities or parties. 
All that wo wished to provo by our calcula- 
tions was that (our critics and opponents them- 
selves being the judges) it is most unreason- 
able to expect the Government to franio a 
Redistribution bill satisfactory to any one 
from the census returns and other data 
supplied by the Department of Agriculture. 



SOME LATE LESSONS. 

The late Chicago strike did not last long. 
The principle involved was the right of 
unions to compel employers to discharge the 
men in their employ who do not belong to 
labor organizations. There was no question 
either of wages or of hours of labor, or of 
treatment of men, at isauo. What the 
strikers wanted was that tho uuthorities 
should discharge all non- union men in their 
employ, and hind thcmsclvcB not to engage 
auch men in the future 

Here, ilh it will be seen, the men were not 
content merely to insist on their own right 
to work when they ploased, for whom they 
pleased and on such terms as they approved, 
but they went further and insisted upon 
other men's being refused work, and took 
upon themselves to dictate to the authorities 
•whom they should employ. 

The position taken by tho Federal Com- 
mission was that they could not, and would 
not, in the management of tho work of the 
exhibition, discriminate between citizens 
who belong to labor combinations 
and those who were not connected 
with such combinations. They showed, 
moreover, that tho course which 
the strikers had taken was illegal, and that 
tho action which they desired the Commis- 
sion to take was also illegal. The men saw 
that they hud taken a position which they 
could not maintain and a settlement was 
quickly urrived at. 

They were wise in thus abandoning an 
untenable position. It is beooming every 
day more evident that when employes in 
sist on their own rights whether they aro 
right or wrong, reasonable or unreasonable, 
thoy have with them both tho law of tho 
land and tho sympathy of the public, As 
soon, howover, as they begin to infringe on 
the rights of others, whether thoso others 
aro their fellow workmen or their employers, 
thoy pluco themselves in antagonism to the 
law and they lose the sympathy of tho 
public. 

Kvery one in these days admits that a 
man who is not uiidor contract to work has 
a perfect right to refuse to work. But 
although ho is under no obligation to work 
himself unless ho chooses, ho haB no right to 
say to his neighbor, " You shall 
not work except in such a wuy 
and on such terms as I approve." 
It is very evident that that neighbor has as 
good a right to work or to refuse to work as 
ho has, aud ho has also as good a right to 
accept or reject the terms that are offered] 
When, then, one workman tries to punish 
another for not belonging to his combination 
and for not agreeing to tho terms that ho 
dtotutes, ha takes upon binizelf power that 
does not of right belong to him. 

When, also, an individual workman or a 
combination of workmen Bay to an omployei 
of labor, you ahull givo work to A and not 



to E or C, he ovidently attempts to infringe 
upon tho employer's right to hire auch men 
as please him and to reject such as do not. 

It is becoming every duy more and more 
apparent thai neither the law of tho land 
nor public opinion is on tho side of the 
workmen who, not content with asserting 
and muintainiQg their own rights, endeavor 
to encroach upon the rights of others. The 
Chicago strikers tho other duy were soon 
made to know that the feeling of tho com- 
munity was against them, and it may have 
been the consciousness of this that caused 
their leaders to bo so ready to agree to u 
settlement. 

The settlement of tho Chicago strike did 
a good deal to define the power of unions 
with rtspeot to individual hon union men 
and employers, and the Toledo decisions 
made it clear that the public have rights 
which labor combinations must respect. 

The cjuestionsinvolved inthoBe two strikes 
are very important, and the sooner they are 
settled tho hotter for all classes of tho com- 
munity. OrguuiEcd labor can do much and 
has done much towards asserting the rights 
of working men and securing them fair re- 
muneration, safety and good treatment. 
While they confined themselves to work of 
this kind, they gained tho good opiuion of 
tho community and acquired considerable 
influence, But aa soon ua they began to 
misuse their power, and attempted to coerce 
both non-union men and employers they fell 
in the public estimation. Many things huvo 
been done of late by unionists iu the name 
of organised labor which havo a tendency to 
make unionism unpopular, This is greatly 
to bo regretted. It is to ho hoped that the 
members of lubor unions will seo in time tho 
mischievous tendency of all encroachments 
on tho rights of others, and that they will 
consent to bo guided by the advice of 
moderate, thoughtful and law-abiding men. 

PUOET SOUND TIMBER. 

The Oreconian believes that timber will 
bo scarce at Puget Sound iu thirty years 
from this dute. This, considering tho im- 
menso area of forest there is iu Wash- 
ington State, is a very short time. 
But there ia nn inmienso consumption of 
timber on this continent in theso days, and 
the rate will go on increasing in a geometri- 
cal ratio. The way in which the land haa 
been denuded of timber on tho eastern side 
of the continent is wonderful to contem 
plate, Fifty years ago timber was a drug 
in tho Eastern States und in British 
America. It was then believed that the 
forests of even a limited area of the con 
tinent wcro inexhaustible. But many of 
those forests are now literally exhausted 
have in fact entirely disappeared— and the 
rest of them aro diminishing ut aa alarming 
rate. 

The same process is going on on this side 
of the continent, and unless means are 
taken to preserve tho forests there will be 
very little timber left iu any of 
the Pacific States -or tho Provinco 
of British Columbia at tho time 
specified by the Oregonian. If, as we fully 
expect, the duty will be taken off timber by 
tho United States Congress at its next 
session, tho drum on tho timber of this 
Province will bo much greater than it is 
now, and the demand for that timber must 
go on increasing, 

The disappearance of forests in the 
United States bus become a mutter of 
national concern. State Governments are 
considering how they can preserve the 
forests that still remain, and how they can 
ho replaced as they disappoar. The pros 
pect of something like a timber famine in 
the United Statea ia by no means imaginary 
Tho time that tho forests will lost, even at 
the present rate of consumption, can he cal- 
culated with almost mathematical exacti- 
tude. Tho calculation haa iu fact been 
mado, and the tinio is nearer than most 
people imagine. The United States Con- 
gress would bo wiso to tako tho duty off 
timber if its only object was to prevent the 
almost immediate destruction of the forests 
of tho country, hut the ubolition of that 
duty as part of tho fiscal policy of the 
Democratic party is us certain as anything 
political can be. It will then be for the 
peoplo and the Government of British 
Columbia to tuke measures so to manage 
the forest lands of the Province thut they 
will remain as long as possible a source of 
wealth to its inhabitants.

Toi'KKA, Kan., April 1.'!. — Reports were 
received here yesterday of terrible devasta- 
tion and destruction of property wrought 
by prairie fires in Western Kansas during 
the past forty-eight hours. Several hundred 
head of cattle wero caught in tho lire and 
perished, while in one instance 150 head of 
sheep, in a ranch which was surrounded by 
a barbed-wire fence, perished in the llan.es. 
In Morton county ou Monday night a par- 
ty of campers en roulo to Oklahoma from 
Colorado set fire to a clump of grass near 
their tents as a matter of protection to 
their stock and families against a sweeping 
fire which was coming rapidly from tho 
south. Tho wind was blowing a gale and 
the flames leaped over the Gro guard which 
bud been ploughed und ignited tho great 
unbroken sea of dry grass north of thorn. 
Soon tho firo spread over tho territory from 
four to six miles wide, and for thirty miles 
nearly every vestigo of dry material was 
consumed.

Failure of Large English and Colonial 
Bank— Alexander Baird's 
Two WttlS, 

Ulster's Immense Protesting Dele- 
gation-Successful Cholera 
Inoculation- 

London, April 12.— Prince Ferdinand of 
BjlgarU is Buffering from a trouhlesomo 
affection of the ear. During his Btay at 
Vienna he was constantly visited by Prof. 
Politzer, who hopes to effect a pormunent 
cure of his malady. His marriage to Prin- 
cess Mario Louise of Parma is now fixed to 
tako place on the '20th at Viureggio, a little 
town in the old duchy ' of Lucca. Several 
Bulgarian ministers are to bo present. 

The Kmperor and Kmpresaof Russia have 
invited tho Princess of Wales to visit them 
at Livadia, and if sho does so she will cur 
tail her stay in Greece and proceed from 
Athens to the Crimea in the Oiborne, pass- 
ing Constantinople. 

Kmperor William's racing cutter, Meteor, 
is about fitted out at Keil and will again be 
placed in charge ot Captain Gomez Gosport, 
who sailed her lust year. The Meteor is to 
havo a mixed crow this season, half English 
and half German. She will not come to 
England until July, and it is unlikely that 
sho will be ablo to beat tho crack new 



Squiro Abingdon Baird's will was in 
Btrict accordance with the family principle, 
which has always been that not a shilling 
bo diverted away to strangers, but that tho 
member of it who leaves no istuu shall bo 
bequeath his fortune that it shall ultimate 
ly go back to his relations. This has always 
been tho Baird system and Abingdon pro- 
fited largely by it. There is likely to bo a 
sensational fight, however, ehould it prove 
true, as reported, that a will leaving Lang 
try a large legacy was made while ho was 
on board tho Mujestic. 1 hear thut even a 
cursory examination of B&ird's papers has 
led to startling results. The number of 
peoplo of all stations and of bc th sexes who 
borrowed money or tried to borrow money 
is simply fabulous, and ho seems as a rule 
to havo responded generously to the appli- 
cations with which he was besieged. The 
list of Baird's debtors with the respective 
amounts would bo a truly sensational reve- 
lation. Ilia Scottish estates were dis- 
entailed a short time oco, mid they will be 
held under trust by his will. 

The researches ot the American school of 
nrchicology nt tho temple of Hera, near 
Mycene, havo just been rewarded by an im- 
portant discovery. Tho excavations of '200 
workmen, under the direction of ])r. 
Charles Waldeustein, havo revealed the 
foundations of an ancient temple. Many 
priceless antique works of art have been un- 
earthed. 

The English, Scottish and Australian 
chartered bank has failed with liabilities 
amounting, it is said, to £8, 000,000, or $\0,- 
000,000. No estimate of the assets has yet 
boon made, but they are supposed to bo 
large. The bank was incorporated by a 
royal charter in 1S5-! and claimed to have a 
paid up capital of £(100,000 and a reserve 
fund of £.'110,000. The suspended bank has 
branches at Sydney, Adelaide, Brisbane, 
Melbourne and at various lesser points in 
tho colonies of New South Wales, Victoria 
and Cinuth Australia. 1c transacted a hank- 
ing and exchange business between Great 
Britain and the Australian colonies and had 
large deposits. The failure his added to 
the anxiety and consternation which the 
previous recent failures of financial institu- 
tions with Australian connections have 
caused. The only reason given for the fail- 
ure is that tnere has been lor several weeks 
a steadily increasing withdrawal of deposit 

The French court of cassation has rejected 
the appeal of Charles de Lesseps from the 
sentence of one year's imprisonment im 
posed on him. as a result of his conviction of 
having corrupted ex-Minister of' Public 
Works Baihutt to support the Panama lot 
tery bonds bill, the sentence also including 
payment of costs and damages demanded by 
tho civil parties to the proceedings. The 
ono year's imprisonment was to run concur 
rently with the five years' sentence previ 
ously imposed on Charles de Lesseps upon 
his conviction of having defrauded Panama 
shareholders. Charles de Lesseps has no 
recourao now for escaping from punishment, 
excepting the clemency of President Carnot, 
The other evening -10,000 National Liber- 
als of Hamburg marched in torchlight pro 
cession before Prince Bismarck's castle in 
Friedrichsruhe, to celebrate the birthday of 
Prince HiBmarck. After tho procession 
Bismarck thanked them for himself and 
wife. 

Dr. HafTkin has written from- India to 
Russian papers that he has conquered the 
cholera by his inoculation method. He 
says he has inoculated one hundred persons 
with positive results, and promises to give 
his method to tho world on his return from 
India. 

Tho 1,200 men of Ulster who are coming 
to England shortly with their protest 
againBt the Home Rule bill havo been in- 
vited by tho Marquis of Salisbury to attend 
a garden party at his house on the 24th of 
April. Tho Duke of Devonshire, Lord 
Randolph Churchill, Mr. Balfour, Mr. 
Chamberlain and other Conservatives and 
Unionists will bo present. 



RAIN-MA KING. 

The Patentees of the j Process Govern Them- 
selves by the 'Weather 
Prophet. 

Toi'eka, Kas., April 13. — A. B. Mont- 
gomery, president of the Goodland ruin- 
making company, forwarded papers tc 
Washington yesterday asking for a patent 
on his system of rain-making. The com- 
pany claims to havo discovered Melbourne's 
teerot two years ago, when Melbourno was 
making a teBt at Goodland, Kas. A party 
of men broke into his room and look the 
chemicals which he is supposed to have 
used in making rain, and since that time 
moro than a dozen rain-making companies 
havo been organized in Western Kansas, 
N^brasku, ami Colorado, claiming to have 
the secret formatting; ruin. Montgomery is 
contracting with Kansas farmers to make 
rain for SI un acre. Last year theso com- 
panies made money at the rain-making busi- 
ness, but i hey would not allow the farmer 
to name the time tor making rain. This 
created suspicion that they were duping 
them. Recently it has leaked out that the 
rain-makers wero governed by the predic- 
tions ot Prof. Hicks. When a call was 
mado by tho people of a county for rain the 
pun ni'ilcr* first consulted the predictions 
of the prophots and thon fixed dates ac- 
cordingly* allowing three days' graco in 
wiiion in ohurge Hie atmosphere with their 
ohpnilnals. which they scut up into the 
heavens through a stove-pipe thrust through 
the i'jji ot a small hoard Bhanty.

FOK THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

ArrJvni of tho Queen's Evliiblt-Joiirnallstlc 
Delegation to (JUiciigo. 

New York, April ID, —A, largo numbor 
of distinguished passengers camo on '* >e 
Majeatic, tho most notable among theso 
wero: Joseph Dredge, the British royal 
commissioner to the World's expoaition, and 
Walter H. Harris, who is assisting him in 
the transportation of an immense shipment 
of English exhibits for the fair. A large 
consignment of exhibits from W indsor castle, 
which aro lent to the exposition by the 
Queen and the Prince of Wales, arrived on 
tho Majeatic with tho commissions. Tho 
exhibits which the two commissioners 
brought with them consist principally of 
royal Windsor tapoatries. TIicbo "V^gggg a 
historical value as represe^ cln ^ t j, e [ llat 
apeoimeuB produced at „„o Windsor works, 
which went out of ex'.'atenco six years ago. 
Commisv.ontr Ki'rris carries with him a lot- 
ier written by tho Queen and addressed to 
tho fair committco, in which sho wishes 
every aucceaa to tho exposition, and adds 
that Great Britain is interested in tho 
men8e affair. Fifteen British journalists 
also arrived on tho aamo steamer. They 
are the vanguard of a largo delegation of 
English editors and proprietors who aro 
coming hern for tho opening of the Colum 
biati exposition. 

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

Tho Validity ot" tho Geary Act to ho Tested 
Without Delay. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.— Extraordinary 
efforta will bo made to secure an adjudica 
tion upon tho Chinese Exclusion Act by tho 
Supremo court at this term. Tho matter 
has been the subject of correspondence be- 
tween the governments of China and of the 
United Statea, and at tho request of the 
State Department tho Department of Jus- 
ticu has completed tho necessary pre- 
liminaries in conjunction with counsel for 
the Chinese Government and its subjects in 
this country. Tho argument in contempt, 
tho arrest of a Chinese laborer in New 
York for violation of the terms of tho law, 
a prompt decisiou in tho Lower courts a,nd 
an appeal to tho Supremo court cf the 
United States, which may ho heard on the 
Sth day of May, is outlined. If the pro- 
gramme bo carried out, the decision will bo 
rendered by tho middle of May, at which 
time the court expects to adjourn sino die 
for the term. The argument for the United 
States Government in support of tho con- 
stitutionality of the law will be made by 
Solicitor Aldrich, and for the Chinese Gov- 
ernment by Choate, of New York, and 
Ashton, of this city. 

LAST OF THE AZTECS. 

The Mexican Government Send an Expedi- 
tion to Wipe Out Their Friends 
and [Sympathizers. 

Ai.iiUKUKitQUK, N. M., April 12.— Tele- 
graphic advices were received yesterday by 
an Albuquerquo gentleman who has inter- 
ests in that country that troops have just 
been sent out by tho Mexican Government 
from Chihuahua to Temohie to exterminate 
the friends and sympathizers who aro emu- 
lating tho example and seeking to avenge 
the extermination of the last remnant of 
tho Aztecs in September last. It was the 
lost known tribe of the Aztec race and their 
village near Temohie is situated about 100 
miles from Chihuahua. This littlo baud 
fortified themselves within the walls of 
their village and sluughtored a thousand 
Mexican soldiers before the last ono of 
themselves succumbed to the riilu and the 
bayonet. The natives of tho Burrounding 
country, who have followed their example 
in refusing to pay taxeB, aro now up in 
arms. The battle will be a bloody one. 



PLUNGER JPARDRIDGE. 



Chicago's Great Wheat Bear Ruined 
by Bulla Cutlahy and 
EgTestou. 



Exciting: Scenes on 'Chang-e— Wild 
Fluctuations iu Vtflues-A 
Deal Consummated. 



Chicago, April 1.3. — The most widely 
known boar speculator in the grain trado of 
the world laab night acknowledged himself 
boaten if not ruined, In Vno mtcrvt«V Ed- 
ward Pararldgo talked wildly of. ids losaes 
and of revengo, declaring lhabhia wife's for- 
tune and his real estate would yet enable 
him to redeem himsolf and down tho enemies 
who ho admitted had pushed him to tho wall 
in the great May wheat deal. 

There were scenes of wild excitement on 
tho board of trade when tho movement be- 
gan to boom May wheat to SI a buahel. The 
wholo trade 8eemed to feel that tho fato of 
the great plunger, Ed. Pardridge, hung in 
tho balance, and the feeling of nervousness 
and anxiety was widespread. Ho covered 
his enormous short Bales heavily on Tuesday 
and tho opening today found every ono who 
had dealings with him calling on him heavi- 
ly for margins away beyond tho market. 
His position was supposed to bo weakened 
by advances in July, as ho was suspected of 
being short a lot of that month alao. 

It is said that ho had been turning securi- 
ties into money In largo amounts for a week 
in anticipation of a squeeze, but his need 
for ready cash had to-day apparently only 
fairly begun. Everything seemed to be 
conspiring with the big bull cliquo, headed 
by the multi-millionaire pork puckers und 
speculators, Michael and John Cudahy, to 
make life a burdeu to the big bear. Weekly 
weather crop bulletins unfavorable to wheat 
continued, and notwithstanding the wide- 
spread storms in West Kunaua, showed that 
tho drouth seomed practically unbroken. 
Correspondents wired : " No improvement 
in wheat. It is not a question of weather, 
for the damage is already done." 

With a terrifiic roar May opened to 00 
cents, an advance over night of '.ih cents 
It was supposed that this would bring the 
plunger down, but ho was apparently stil) 
in tho ring by a largo majority, and the 
clique, seeing its mistake, begau pounding 
the market with heavy offerings of one of 
tho best known clique brokers, Linn, and 
inside of tivo minutes the quotation was 
84 cent3. A aeries of wild fluctuations bo- 
tween that figure and 00 cents followed, 
until the excitement had exhauated itaelf. 
At the end of tho lirat hour tho market was 
comparatively steady, G cents under the 
opening figure, though another upheaval 
was looked for at any moment. 

Tho bull game evidently was to make 
heavy margins necessary, though disinclined 
to take much wheat at the highest figures. 
Partridge waB on tho floor directing tho 
operations of his brokers in person, and 
evidently unrullled. He hung stubbornly 
to his May position, but bought in some 
July, which he told yesterday at a profit of 
one cent or more a bushel, thua executing a 
clever flank movement, and his apparent 
mastery of the situation elicited tho ad- 
miration even of those wdio opposed him. 

After unusual fluctuations May wheat 
closed at 80J cents, within J cent of yes- 
terday's prices. Tho rango during the 
day was about cents. With Partridge's 
defeat there seems to bo nothing to prevent 
a consummation of the deal. As to the 
identity of the olique there is as much mas- 
tery as ever. Nobody is known in it but 
John and Michael Cudahy and " Sandy " 
gelston. But few acquainted with the

CHEISTIANS IN COREA. 

Trouble Caused by Native Priests— A U. 8. 
Vessel to be Sent. 

Washington City, April 13.— Secretary 
Grcsham Baid yesterday afternoon that the 
action of this government in directing Ad- 
miral Harmon to send a war vessel to Corca 
had been taken simply as a precautionary 
measure. No troublo'had occurred, he Baid, 
hut tho Christians in Corea had been threat- 
ened, and it was to avert possible bloodshed 
that tho United States had sent an armod 
ship to that country. ' lb is believed at the 
State department that the trouble originat- 
ed through tho machinations of native 
priests. Trouble of a similar nature has 
boon frequent in China and tho outbreaks 
there against missionaries have made the 
administration see the necessity for quick 
action in preventing any semblance of an 
uprising against the whites. 

While the information furnished the 
State department hy its repreoentatives in 
Seoul did not represent that any outbreak 
had occurred, but merely stated that an up- 
rising was feared, Secretary Gresham lost 
no time in seeing that the protection asked 
for should be furnished. Ho applied to 
Secretary Herbert for a ship, and there- 
quest was grunted immediately. Admiral 
Harmon has probably received Secretary 
Herbert's cable dispatch by this lime, and 
it is likely that one of his vessels has sturted 
lor Corea.

Martha Morton's Latest Play Is 
^ Not Her Best Work. 



flf. II. CRANE EN "BROTHER JOHN." 




Borne ortlio Defects of Miss Morton's Play. 
A Promising American Composer. 
George Glddens' ,IIIt as Joseph — Miss 
Blarbury'if CUicngo Theatre Francals. 

-K W YOR K, 
March 29. — Miss 
Martha Morton's 
rural co mod y, 
"Brother .Jo hn," 
is a peculiar and 
almost incompre- 
hensible mixture 
of genius and me- 
diocrity. There arc 
every now and 
then delightful 
flashes, bat the 
play is common- 
place in the ex- 
treme in most re- 
spects. Probabil- 
ity and logical se- 
quence are thrown 
to the winds, and 
dramatic incoherenceruns rampant. "Geof- 
frey Middleton, Gentleman," is still Miss 
Morton's best work, "The Merchant" prob- 
ably ranks second, and "Brother John'' in 
forced to take third place. The idea is a 
very old one and. has been worked over in 
different forms in many plays. Still theex- 
act conception is fairly good, and if it, were 
properly developed it would make a reason- 
ably acceptable though by no means a great 
play, 

Hut Miss Norton, after leading the audi- 
tor up to a high pitch of expectancy in the 
first act, suddenly lets him and coherence 
go at the same time, and the result is an 
unsatisfied feeling throughout the rest of 
the performance. The dialogue is com- 
monplace, as a rule, and the situations, 
where they are either strikingly humorous 
or pathetic, are forced. The climaxes are 
rather unnatural, and the impression is in- 
evitable that they were conceived fust and 
that the play was written afterward to lit 
them. 

Of course this may not have been the 
case, hut it certainly seems to be the only 
explanation of a host of forced episodes 
and several unnatural climaxes. The more 
or less genteel blacklegs of the play, and 
they are comparatively numerous, are ten- 
derly cared for throughout the second and 
third acts and are then inconsiderately left 
to shift for themselves, being disposed of 
for good and all in a sentence or two. 

Crudity and straining for effect are Miss 
Morton's two besetting sins as a playwright 
if "Brother John" may be taken as a type 
of her work. They were almost as glaring 
in "The Merchant," and perhaps the latter 
fault was even more marked in that piece, 
but in "Geoffrey Middleton, Gentleman," 
these splotches were not so pronounced. 
Therefore "Brother John" is really a step 
backward for her, and I cannot help inclin- 
ing to the opirtion that t his is but another 
illustration of the evil effect of writing for 
stars, although I have heard that Miss Mor- 
ton has openly expressed her preference for 
this branch of dramatic work. 

This may do for experienced play con- 
Btructers like Bronson Howard and David 
Belasco, who know how to so sugar coat 
wdiat they do that improbabilities seem 
probable, but for the "'prentice hand," 
like Miss Morton, it is a fatal error. How- 
ever, us she is said to have orders for several 
original plays, the lady may show that she 
has discovered her mistakes as well as her 
limitations and surprise the theatergoing 
public with a work which shall either deal 
with an original subject in an acceptable 
•way or a hackneyed subject in an original 
■way. 

The character drawing in "Brother John" 
is also very poorly done, wit h perhaps one 
exception. The spinster sister, who sud- 



high praise as can be given an entertain- 
ment of that character. George Glddens 
has made a decidedly favorable impression 
in the title role, and he may always feci as- 
sured of a warm welcome in New York 
hereafter. His methods are commended for 
their quietness and apparent lack of effort. 

The National Conservatory of Music of 
this city Jius, it is announced, awarded the 
prize for the best symphony composed by a 
native American to Henry Schoenfeld of 
Chicago. The successful work was writ- 
ten in 1802. It is entitled "Rural Sym- 
phony." 

Schoenfeld was born in Milwaukee Oct. 
4, 1857. • His father was a musician, and 
when Henry was but 7 years of age he be- 
gan to give him instruction, and a little 
later ho was sent to Berlin, where his 
brother Theodore was a pupil of the Rbyal 
High School of Music. He soon became a 
reasonably proficient performer on the pi- 
ano and violin and had also developed as a 
composer of vocal and instrumental music. 
At the age of 17 he went to Leipsic, where 
ho completed his studies under the best 
masters, graduating with high honors in 
1873. 

In Weimar lie continued his work under 
the direction of Edward Lasser, the famous 
song writer, and returned to the United 
States in 1879, locating in Chicago. lie 
competed for the Cincinnati festival prize 
and received honorable mention from Theo- 
dore Thomas. Among his works recently 
produced are the following: "Sonata Pas- 
torale," for violin and piano; "SonataHero- 
ique," for piano; "Gypsy Melodies," for or- 
chestra; air for the G string; "Meditation 1 ' 
and "Evening Serenade," for string orches- 
tra; various songs and choruses. The "Suite 
Charaeteristique" has several times been 
performed by Theodore Thomas, and when 
produced in Dresden hist year attracted the 
attention of Rubinstein and Nicode. At 
present Mr. Schoenfeld, besides teaching 
and composing, is the director of the tier- 
maaia Maennerchor. He has been invited 
by the National Conservatory of Music to

denly develops an acute and exaggerated 
case of "society" fever, with Bong Branch 
.symptoms, is perhaps the most glaring of 
the impossibilities. Another personification 
-of unreality is the villain-gentleman gam- 
bler with whom the daughter of the princi- 
pal pair of sponges seems to lie infatuated. 
By the way, this girl is an incomprehensi- 
ble individual. I have not yet made up my 
mind whether she was really a good woman 
hampered by designing parents or a sort of 
assistant adventuress to the couple to 
whom she was indebted for her existence. 

The character of Brother John, enacted by 
Mr. Crane, is logical in many respects, but 
in many more is absurd. He does lots of 
things that such a man— if one ever really 
lived— would do, and he is guilty of other 
acts which would be stupid even for him. 
Too many words are put into bis mouth, he 
is made to act in a meteoric manner, and it 
is difficult to imagine how beever managed 
to acquire a competency in business, of the 
methods of which he appears to be glorious- 
ly ignorant. Besides, he is a hat manufac- 
turer, and the author is at great pains toex- 
pluin that these hats cannot be forced upon 
•the market even with the aid of a ridiculous 
advertisement. 

i It is possible— nay, it is even exceedingly 
probable— that, although "Brother John" 
is the least meritorious of Miss Morion's 
three best known, it will prove the most 
successful, or, to put it in moro correct 
form, that it will yield her a larger sum of 
money in royalties. This will bo due, of 
course, to the fact that Crane has the piece. 
The people will accept him in almost any- 
thing, and it must be admitted that his 
Impersonation of the title role Is a particu- 
larly enjoyable one. It is Mr. Crane's pres- 
ent intention, I understand, to keep "Broth- 
er John" on throughout, his engagement at. 
the Star, which will continue for six weeks 
or more. 

"Joseph," at the Union Square theater, 
seems to have made a genuine bit. While 
A great many critics have condemned it as 
being devoid of Originality of f unmaking 
devices, most of them admit that it makes 
people laugh a great deal louder than most 
of the Franco-Anglican mid Franco-Amer- 
ican farces of which wo have bad such a 
gurfeit recently. After all, that is about an

I "The Gondoliers," revived by the Duff 
' Opera company at the Casino, seems to 
have met with some favor, but there is no 
enthusiasm over the event. The best singer 
in DufT's aggregation. Miss Juliette Cor- 
den, has left, for what reason I know not, 
and her defection, I think, must have an 
injurious effect upon the business. It seems 
odd to think of the Casino, "the home of 
comic opera," in connection with ordinary 
revivals of ordinary works, but it has come 
to it nevertheless. 

It is a fact, no matter what may be said 
of Rudolph Aronson's ability as a manager, 
that nearly every fine comic opera star, 
male or female, in this country lias been 
developed by him at the Casino. It is un- 
necessary to go into details with Francis 
Wilson, Lillian Russell, Marie Jansen, 
Fannie Rice, Jefferson de Angelis, Edwin 
Stevens, Pauline Hall, Marie Tempest, Idly 
Post, Mark Smith, W. S. Daboll, James T. 
Powers and many others constantly in one's 
memory. 

It is the opinion of some well informed 
persons that the Casino will never regain 
its pristine glory. This may be true, hut 
1 am not alone in the opinion that another 
Jakobowski operetta, like "Erminie," will 
make this Moorish temple of amusement 
more popular, if possible, than ever. This 
opinion is of course based upon the pre- 
sumption that such a work would be elab- 
orately mounted and interpreted by a com- 
pany of first class people, with a vocally 
attractive prima donna and a really funny 
comedian. 

Miss Elisabeth Marbury is no ordinary 
woman. Without help she has estab- 
lished in this city a bureau where aspir- 
ing dramatists may place their plays 
for sale. She also .acts as the representa- 
tive of some of t he most prominent dra- 
matic authors of Europe and America. Shu 
collects their royalties, draws up their con- 
tracts and attends to all the annoying busi- 
ness details for a consideration.

The "Empress of Japan'' Proceeds to 
Vancouver— A Fault of the 
— Leadsman This Time. 



Why tuo "Zambesi" Could Not Be 
Purchased— Fast Sailers of 
the Sealing Fleet. 

The patients aud suspects from the Em- 
press of Jupan having been landed at Albert 
Heud, and the ship having been thoroughly 
disinfected from stem to Btern, she was ro- 
leaBed from quarantine last evening, and 
will this morning proceed to Vancouver. 
Col. Green, Mr. and Mrs. G. Edwards, W. 
H. Wilson and H. Taylor Brown left the 
steamer in Royal Roads and came into the 
city by the Mystery. All the other passen- 
gers remain aboard until the ship reaches 
the Terminal City, the distressed seaman of 
the Peuelopo among them. Captain Leo 
was asked last evening iu regard to his mis- 
adventure in coming in, and explained that 
the ship did glance upon a rock though sho 
was in no way injured— in fact, simply 
touched and that was all. It wus before the 
pilot camo aboard, and the ship was just 
moving fast enough to keep steering way. 
The fault this time was not with 
the chart, for the rock was plainly 
marked, but with the leadsman, who 
continued to call " no bottom " 
even when the ship was quite close in shore. 
Although Captain Leo is satisfied that 
the ship is not even scratched, a diver will 
be sent down to make an examination. 
Captain Ross, who went out to purchase 
the Zambesi for the British Columbia- 
Honolulu line, is naturally disappointed 
over his inability to secure the steamer. 
The dillioulty lay with the unsettled condi- 
tion of the steamer's affairs, owing to which 
the Oriental Hunk of Yokohama, the liquida- 
tors, are unable to give a clean bill of sale. 
Had the sale been completed, shipping men 
euy the Zambesi could have paid for herself 
on the first trip to America, almost 2,000 
Chinese having applied for passage Here- 
after tho C.P.R. steamers will adopt the 
modern pUn and oxrry no intermediate pas- 
Bontjors. The second saloon on the Kmpress 
of Japan has already been done away with, 
and the ship carpenters will next givo at- 
tention to the India and China. Tho latter, 
to arrive May ."1, has 200 saloon passengers 
already booked. 

FLYERS OK T1IK FLEET. 

The owners of tho sealing schooners hail- 
ing from this port and at present iu Japan- 
ese waters are busy just now comparing the 
records made in the race across the Pacific. 
To the credit of Victoria shipbuilders it 
in ly be said that tho creations of their skill 
have led the procession, beating tho Eastern 
racers into Yokohama by days. A letter 
from the Captain of tho Enterprise to Mr. 
Clark, her owner and builder, announces 
that she made the passage in the fastest 
limo /if all, 44 days from Noun Bay aud 43 
from "the Cape ; tho clipper Vera, formerly 
the Halcyon, and' the Arietas each claiming 
45 days. The Carlotta G. Cox, another 
Victoria " plug," made tho run in -17 daye, 
while tho British yacht Macilonnld occupied 
52. Each and all of the sealers had u rough 
passage, feeling the full fury of a hurricane 
off the Japanese coast. The W. 1 J . Hall 
lost two boats and had two others damaged 
in the stoim, unci numo'ous other accidents 
of minor importance i.ro reported. Tho 
seals are reported fairly plentiful, and it is 
expected that tho Bchooners are among them 
by this time.

Honolulu, April G. — Tho Stars and 
Stripes which for two months havo floated 
from the Government buildings, have been 
hauled down, and the remaining 
forces of tho cruiser Boston havo 
been sent aboard. Nothing indicativo 
of American authority remains in Honolulu 
suvo Consul Stevens and Mr. Commissioner 
Blount.

THE BELGIAN RIOTS. 

Geusd'urmrs Heatcn by the Strikers, Who 
Hack Shops and Commit Other 
Excesses. 

Brcs9EU«, April 13.— There was a large 
and excited mob around the Chamber of 
Representatives to-day when tho session 
was resumed. Many of tho more turbulent 
of the mob wore arrested. While ex- 
Minister Woeste was returning homo from 
the Chamber a man attacked him, striking 
him violently on tho chin with his Cat. The 
man tried to'escapo but wub soon caught, 
after trying to draw a revolver on 
his pursuers. There was a savage 
encounter between tho strikers anil 
gensd'urmes this evening in the town 
of Quaregdon, four miles from Mons. 
Three thousand strikers had raised a barri- 
cade in the Rue Moiaville to prevent the 
gensd'urmes from patrolling their beats. 
The genad'urmes promptly charged the mob 
and one gend'ann, who was knocked oil" his 
horse, was savagely maltreated by the mob. 
Several other gensd'armea were seriously in- 
jured. Tho rioters afterwards sacked the 
shop of a butcher who had supplied the 
gonsd'armes with ropes with which to bind 
tho rioters who had been urrested. Tho 
town of Paturage, near Mons, was also the 
accna of an encounter between tho strikers 
and gonsd'armes. 

Among tho persons arrested in Brussela 
thi8 evening are tho Socialist leudera Void- 
era, Vanderveld and Maso Maes. They 
were arrested while inciting the rioters to 
further violence. It is reported that An- 
archists distributed cartridges among tho 
crowd. The civil guards havo been called 
out and are held in readiness for any emer- 
gency. They havo been supplied with ball 
ourtridjzes and have been instructed to act 
promptly and with all the severity necessury 
to suppress any disorder that may uriso. 

A mob of several thousands of rioters 
armed with paving stones and other mii-siles 
paraded the streets of the lower part of tho 
city this evening. They Binushed in the 
windows of many cafes und shops as thoy 
marched along. Tho windows of all the
